Raetorville, in which conversatioB ha atid 
"that ha had stsrted Hsl aeveral tlmaa li baai-

go to woric, that he waa not going to have any- 
thiag mora to do with him, and that ba was 
going to cut him off aad aaa that ha did lot 
get any of hit e$tate. 

William C. Johnaon testified that he and Dr. 
Wall bad a eoavaraatioa in 1896, and ia tba 
cotoversstion ba told Dr. Wall tbat ba had 
loaned Hal -lomn money, and in the ronversa- 
tioo Dr. Wall said that Hal hsd been io the 
habit of eoaiar to Hafafillaaad aakiag bin to 
let him have money and that ha wooid lat him 
have $5 or $10 at a time, and that be hsd 
made up bis mind to quit it, and that be would 
Bee that Hal got but little of the Wall estate 
to sqnander. 

CoBD Onilfoyle testified that be and Dr. Wall 
had a conversation in 1896 in which Dr. Wall 
aiked him how Hal was getting along and the 
witaase anawarod "pretty wall," and Dr. Wall 
tharenpoB aald that ha had "heard diffaraat," 
and further said that if Hal did not do better 
that he would see that he waa cut otf and did 
not get anything. 

The Court admitted this evideooe apoa the 
grooBd that It waa competaBt. bat aa to the 
sufficiencv of it together with the other testi- 
mony to support a verdict against the will the 
Conrt did not axpraaa any opinion. To hold 
that tba testisMBy waa admiaaibla waa oaly in 
effect holding that tbe evideBca wu of some 
value, hut thf extent of that value was not 
under consideration by tbe Court. The value 
of it as tending to show that the will had been 
sapariadacad by oadaa iaflneBce waa almoat ia- 
flnitssinal. The obssrvstions of Dr. Wall 
show bis Bolicitu'ie about h\i> jirandson, Hal 
Dimmitt; he bad ln'cn setting; hun up in busi- 
ne.«9. It is eviiii-nt that hr. W all made the' 



statement to Mr. Johnson oader • sense of 
mortifloatioB that bis graadsoa waa bomwiBg 
aims of moaey from othera and aot repaying 
them. Tha testimoay of Dr. Hunter is to tbe 
effect that if his grandson did not do better 
that be should not have any of kit sstote. All 
that Dr. Wall aaid ahoat Ua graadaoa, who 
waa addicted to the liquor and morphias habit, 
evinoad s great desire upon bis part that he 
should become a good eititea, worthy of his 
confldsnoa aad a aaitabla pafaon to reoeire 
part of hie eatate. Tha atatamaata of Dr. 
Wall bad the *ery slightest tendency to show 
tiat be intended to even usi< any influence with 
the noble woman who bad been his companion 
so maay yaara as to bow she aboold dispose of 
ber eatata. Both of tbem deaired that their 
estates should go to those of their blood, and 
that their grandson Hal, whom they had every 
reason tn believe from the facts shown by this 
record, would sooB tqaaader whataTor part of 
it be might receive. Tb( evideaee of Hunter 
Gnilfoyle and ,IohD!<on does not add to the other 
evidence in the record, which this Court on tbe 
former appeal aad sow aaya is "very little ev 
dbaee," ao as to have authnrizei] tbe Jury to 
retnm a verdict that thti paper in question 
wai not the will of Mrs. Wall. 

Tbe verdict of the Jury ia palpably against 
tbe weight of tba avideaee, aad for that raa' 
SOB ahoald ha reversed. The former opinion 
preclndes this Court now from holding, if it de 
sired to do so, that the case should be 
with directions to probate tbe will. 

The Jadgmeat ia rereraed fo^ proeeedings 
consistent with this opinion.
